Improvement in Machines for the Manu- 
facture of Thick Paper. 


A patent has been issued to David Scrym- 
geour, of Boston, Mass., for an improvement in 
Fourdrinier paper machines, in providing a more 
effectual method of extracting water from pa- 
per pulp in Fourdrinier paper machines than the 
suction boxes now universally employed to effect 
such object; and the invention, which may be 
employed as a substitute for or in combination 
with such suction boxes, consists in an endless 
reticulated or foraminous apron disposed over 
the ordinary wire cloth apron of the machine, 
and traveling in the same direction, and prefera- 
bly at the same rate of speed as the latter, the 
space which intervenes between the two aprons 
being adjusted to the desired thickness of the 
sheet of pulp, and being of such depth that as 
the web of pulp, after traveling from between 
the ‘‘deckle straps,” so called, and saturated 
with water, passes between such aprons, the wa- 
ter in the pulp is expressed by the pressure, and 
escapes through the interstices of the two aprons. 

The purpose of the invention is to produce a 
homogeneous sheet of pulp for the manufacture of 
boot and shoe stiffenings, and other hollow or ir- 
regular articles, which shall be very much 
thicker than has heretofore been produced in pa- 
per-making machines; and it has been found, in 
extended experiments on a large scale, that the 
mechanical pressure between the two recticu- 
lated aprons above alluded to has the effect of 
expressing water from a much thicker body or 
sheet of pulp than is possible to produce by the 
suction principle. 

The drawing accompanying this specification 
Tepresents a voitical and longitudinal section of 
a portion of a Fourdrinier paper-making machine 
with this improvement added. > > 

- In the drawings, A A represent upright hous- 
ings, composed of top horizontal rails B B, end 
standards C C, and cross bars D D, each housing 
being formed with two hangers, E E, to support 
a pair of horizontal parallel stretching rollers, F 
F, whose journals revolve in boxes in the hang- 
ers, such boxes being adjustable, in order that 
the slack of the endless woven-wire apron proper 
of the paper machine which is shown at G may 
be taken up and the apron kept taut. 

At each end of the housings A A are disposed 
horizontal! parallel guide or support rollers H H, 
whose journals revolve in bearings or boxes 
affixed to the rails B, while intermediate between 
these rollers, and with their upper surfaces in the 
same horizontal plane as those of the rollers H 
H, are a series of idle rolls, I I, which serve to 
support the upper part of theapron G. The said 
apron G travels about the rollers F F, H H, and 
II, &c., as shown in the drawing, and is to rep- 
resent a portion of the ordinary woven-wire 
apron universally employed in paper machines 
to receive the wet pulp from the screen, and 
guide the web until the water is practically ex- 
tracted from it, the auxiliary or additional 
apron, which constitutes the subject of this im- 
provement, being situated, preferably, immedi- 
ately after the deckle straps or the ‘‘ dandy roll” 
which may be employed thereat. 

The auxiliary apron is shown at K in the ac- 
companying drawing, as composed of woven 
wire cloth, like the lower apron G, and travels 
about three support rolls, a a, and b, the two 
former being disposed horizontally, and in par- 
allelism over and slightly above the lower apron 
G, and with their journals revolving in boxes 
cc, affixed adjustably to the top of the rails B, 
while the third roller, b, is likewise horizontal 
and parallel to the others, and is disposed over 
them, and has its journals supported in boxes, d 
d, applied adjustably to standards e e, erected 
upon the top of the rails B, the manner of ap- 
plying the boxes of the rollers, a a, and b to the 
housings of the machine enabling the apron K to 
be kept in a taut condition. 

A heavy idle roll, f, may be disposed over and 
resting upon the top of the lower portion of the 
apron K, and guided in upright bearings, such 
roller serving, in addition to the tension of such 
apron, to keep the latter down upon the web 
of pulp which passes between the two aprons, 
and sh or more of such rolls may be employed 
if fousd desirable. 

Th¢ adjustable manner of applying the boxes 
of the various rollers which support and guide 
thé two reticulated aprons enables the space in- 
tervening between such aprons to be varied as 
occasion requires, in order to accommodate webs 
of pulp which may vary in thickness, or to 
change the degree of pressure exerted upon such 
pulp. 

As the main purpose of this machine is to man- 
ufacture large quantities of shoe stiffenings, or 
ether articles which require a pulp of uniform 
thickness, the positions of the various rolls would 
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| be seldom changed, except to take up the slack 


of the aprons. 
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Heretofore, in the manufacture of such arti- 
cles, it has been found impossible, with any pa- 
per-machine in use, to produce a single sheet of 
pulp of the desired thickness, but it has been 
necessary to unite several sheets. The inventor 
is therefore enabled, by the employment of the | 
apron K, to produce a much thicker homogene- 
ous web or sheet of pulp than has been possible 
prior to this invention, which consists in the em- 
ployment, in combination with a Fourdrinier or | 
other analogous paper-making machine, of an 
auxiliary or additional reticulated or forami- | 
nous apron. 

The extended surface which the apron K pre- 
sents to tre web of pulp prevents the crushing 
or displacement of the latter which would occur | 
were rollers merely employed to obtain a pres- 
sure, and such apren may be employed 
in connection with the ordinary ‘“‘ suc- 
tion boxes,” or take the place of the 
latter, as shown in the accompanying 
drawing. 

A limit to the functions or powers of 
suction boxes consists in the fact that 
the pulp in the lower part of the web 
which passes over them clogs or ob- 
structs the escape of water from the 
upper part, and the suction is not of 
sufficient power to overcome it. 

By the employment of two reticulated 
aprons, between which the web passes, 
and thus affording an escape for the 
water upon both sides of the web, as 
well as exerting great pressure upon 
such web, it is claimed that the water is 
thoroughly extracted from all the pulp 
which will flow upon the apron proper of a 
machine. 

The inventor therefore claims the combina- 


a Fourdrinier paper-machine, of an auxiliary 
apron disposed over the first, and 
operating with it in such manner that the web 
of pulp passes between the two, and is subjected 
to pressure, which expresses the water, and per- 
mits it to escape from both sides. 
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Paper Marks, 





A correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette 
writes: ‘‘Great as may be the improvements 
which have of late years been made in the man- 
ufacture of paper, it isto be feared they have 
been accompanied by some considerable disad- 
vantages. Paper marks are now comparatively 
rarely used. How frequently these paper marks 
have led to the exposure of the fraudulent char- 
acter of documents which would otherwise bave 


been received as genuine the records of our courts | 


of law abundantly prove. I had occasion some 
time ago to investigate at which of two periods 
—with an interval of more than forty years be- 
tween them—a paper recording from contem- 
porary journals the dates of promotions and 
movements of a distinguished personage of the 
last century had been compiled. This I 


was enabled to decide, from finding in the | 


collection of documents of which this pa- 
per had formedja part a dated letter written 
on paper identical in size, water-mark, &c., with 
that which was the subject of my investigation. 
This led to some inquiries from one of the largest 
paper-makers in this country, who is at the same 
time eminent for his scientific attainments, as to 


the means of identifying with precision the date 


of manufacture of modern paper, and how far 
it might be possible to arrive at something like 
an approximate date by chemical analysis de- 
tecting the various new materials introduced of 
late years into the manufacture of paper. But 
the gentleman referred to held out no hope of 
this. Ina celebrated trial some few years ago, 
in which an absurd claim was sought to be es- 
tablished by certain documents which the jury 
eventually pronounced to be forgeries and the 
court ordered to be impounded, the Lord Chief 
Justice commented on the fact that these docu- 
ments were written on scraps of paper on which 
no water-marks were to be seen, and which had 
obviously been selected for that very reason. In 
these days, when there exists such a strong and 
well-grounded objection to trammeling our 
manufacturers with official regulations, it would 
probably not be possible to enforce the reintro- 
duction of water-marks; but it is surely much 
to be desired that means should be devised, if 
not to restore a safeguard which long experience 
has proved to be effective, at least to provide a 
substitute for it against a species of fraud dan- 
gerous in itself and in many cases difficult of de- 
tection,

ask for money. This morning, by way of va- |

eleven o'clock this morning, I assure you, it was 
absolutely pitch dark, and I nearly lost myself 
in my own office looking fora match! Now, 
how can any business go on in this sort of 
weather? It is ruination to trade, and causes 
great depression, for the time being, at any rate. 
I met a well-known paper agent yesterday in | 
Cannon street, growling along, sotto voce, drip- | 
ping wet, of course, and anything but amiable 
I could see. We hada chat about business, in | 
an adjoining hotel. That, by the way, is an- | 
other disadvantage of this weather ; you can’t | 
ask a man to stand in a soaking rain while you 
draw out his entire stock of news. Therefore, 
as the Scotchman observed, ‘‘Bang goes sax- | 
pence !” in drinks. My friend says trade is still | 
very bad, even among fine papers, which are 
gradually falling away before foreign goods. 
This is especially the case in the fine tinted pa- 
pers, hitherto a strict home speciality. It ap- 
pears that now 8d. papers have to be sold at 6d. 
to hold their ground. Our market is well sup- 
plied by nearly all the foreign brands now, but 
the Austrian papers are the best coming into | 
England. They are well and carefully made, | 
all even sample, clean and of excellent color. 

Business is now becoming quite a study for | 
smartness and push. It makes the sale of paper | 
very difficult. If any specialty is made to order 
for a firm at a certain price, the next lot of pa- 
per wanted is sure to be offered by other people 
ata lower price. How the travelers find out | 
these things is almost a puzzle. I heard of one | 
particular case last week. A consumer required | 
a special tint of green paper, of certain weight, 
&c., for a special object. It was made to his 
satisfaction, and delivered at 6d. per pound. No | 
sooner was he in possession of the bulk and half | 
of it had been consumed than he received an offer 
to do it at 5%d.! And in this way do our paper- 
makers steal each other’s business, and cut down 
and keep down the prices of paper. In the com- 
moner classes of paper prices are about the same. 
Good news is to be had at 3'¢d. to 38{d., een | 
five per cent., and some printings of an inferior 
class at about 3d., less five per cent. Small 
hands are cheap and in a very quiet condition, | 
plenty of offers being made, but buyers do not | 
seem inclined to stock except at their own fig- 
ures. Browns are in a very bad state ; buyers 
are scarce, and are offering 13s. and such prices, 
rendering the chance of good business precari- 
ous, to say the least. The markets fer raw ma- 
terials are in a quiet but firmer condition now. | 
As Xmas approaches there is less tendency to 
speculate. Firms will be engaged in overhaul- 
ing their accounts for the half year or year, and 
will be generally busy in the office, so that we 
may expect things to remain tolerably easy for 
atime. Coals are yet as cheap as ever, simply 
because there is not any reason why their prices 
can rise. Many factories being closed and mild 
weather prevailing, are two good preventatives 
against coal going up. Rags are cheap now and 
prices continue about the same as usual. Other 
fibres are dull and not much business is doing. 
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For strong linens there is a capital demand, and 
in some sales this week a slight increase of price 
was given. The fine linens and cottuns remained 
in a dull state. Gunny was still in fair request, 
but not so eagerly looked after as it has been 
of late. Waste papers are doing well. There 


| used to be a good trade in ledger papers, but I 
| am told by a buyer that I must be very careful 


in buying them, as nearly all the ledger paper 
used now contains clay, and of course is of in- 
ferior value. Chemicals are easy, and the gen- 
eral tone of the market is steady. Soda ash for 
all next year, 1878, 48 to 52 per cent. strength, 
can now be got f. o. b. Liverpool at 1%d. per 
per cent., or £6 10s. per cwt. for 48 per cent. 
This is cheap enough, but I advise your paper- 


| makers to buy cream caustic soda at £11 f. o. b. 


Liverpool; it is a very low price, indeed. 

Mill news is extremely scarce. Everything is 
quiet and going on steadily. I do not 
hear of any more mills going on half 
time. A few orders keep coming in, 
and business is generally of a hand-to- 
mouth kind. 

I was very gratified to find my re- 
marks upon Esparto so well corrobo- 
rated by so eminent an authority as Mr. 
Conley. I heard some years ago that 
gross carelessness was exhibited in the 
selection of grass, and the way the 
selected grass was pulled up by the 
roots, instead of being cut. There is no 
doubt that had Esparto been properly 
cultivated good results would have en- 
sued, and a regular supply guaran- 
teed. But, like everything else, it was 
overdone. Esparto requires to be prop- 
erly boiled in low pressure rotating 
boilers, nearly as much caustic as straw 
in high pressure boilers, and more bleaching 
powder. I have seen hundreds of tons boiled 
and bleached and made into paper, and speak, 
fibre is good and fairly strong, but there are 
many troubles with it—the sorting and picking, 
the extraction of roots, dirt, &c.—all hand work 


and expensive. Asa fibre there is no question 
about its general utility. But itis quite another 


matter to laud it to the skies as being the best 


fibre and the only one capable of producing a 
good sheet of paper. And it is hardly worth 
while discussing a comparison between it and 
rags. The worst of it is, some people make hob- 
bies of certain fanciful ideas and forthwith ride 
them to death. Esparto was a good horse once, 
but now he is getting groggy and lame, and has 
lost his pure breeding entirely. He is what you 
call ‘‘a gone coon.” In my next week's letter I 
will give you a full list of prices of fibres, &c. 
This time I have not been able to get any quota- 
tions, owing to the beginning of a new month 
falling on my mail day. 

I received a flattering letter from a well known 
gentleman connected with the paper trade at 
Tours, in which he says: ‘I read always with 
pleasure your very interesting correspondence 
in the New York Paper TRADE JOURNAL; in 
fact, itis in this American paper that I know 
what is going on in Great Britain.” I think we 
can all shake hands over this rather gratifying 
testimony. WhenlI say ‘“ we,” I mean the pro-

Trade is slack and times are very bad. Im- 
provement is as far distant as ever, and it is 
quite evident that 1877 means to close in as dole- 
ful a manner as possible. The only one solitary 
consolation for paper-makers is that every other 
trade is suffering, too. I find a few old estab- 


| lished houses going along very steadily and who 


do not complain particularly of any slackness. 
They, however, do not launch out or indulge in 
any enterprise, and only conduct a certain 
amount of business, no matter what may be the 
state of trade. They therefore feel no rush in 
flush times. So in dullness and quietude they 
jog along as usual. There can be no doubt that 
such a policy is wise and must pay in the end. 
Makers of certain brands of paper, who carry 
on their own trade steadily and yet with a 
monotony of regularity so far as the actual 
quality of the goods is concerned, always have 
a demand for their products, and by skillfully 
regulating the quantity of paper they put into 
the market, prices are maintained and, in spite 
of competition, an independent status is 
achieved. The Paper-makers’ Monthly Journal 
says: ‘It is only reasonable to expect. that 
paper manufacturers should suffer from the de- 
pression under which the trade of the country 
is suffering.” There isa something which is af- 
fecting the entire commercial world here—some 
influence which is marking every trade with a 
brand of stagnation. What is it? If you ask 
any one you get for an answer, ‘‘The war, the 
war,” ButI can’t see how the war can affect 
our trade so seriously, considering our policy has 
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been so distinctly enunciated by the Govern- 
ment. It is very likely one of the many de- 
pressing influences. Strikes are more injurious, 
as they drive away our trade, kill all specula- 
tive enterprise among capitalists, ruin contract- 
ors, import into this country swarms of foreign- 
ers, and fill our unions and workhouses with 
poor and starving families. They do not possess 
one single solitary advantage of any kind what- 
ever. They promote ill-feeling, fighting, and 
stir up every bad influence, in addition to en- 
couraging spouting agitators, who live on the 
savings of their victims. I am utterly at a loss 
to conceive how intelligent beings can approve 
of strikes, and why the Government does not at 
once take the matter into consideration and sup- 
press them with the strongest possible hand. 

Our home markets are moderately quiet and 
remain much as last week. Coals are still very 
cheap. The general slackness of trade has laid 
up a large number of steam vessels, and that has 
sensibly affected the consumption of coal. The 
weather, too, though essentially abominable, is 
very mild for December, and as many factories 
are still and likely to be for some time, coal is 
sure to be cheap through the winter. Fibres are 
rather scarce, but prices still maintain their 
monotonous steadiness. The past month has 
been an uneventful one for Esparto. Stocks are 
much as usual—about 13,000 to 14,000 tons at 
Tyne Dock. Last month the total was about 
12,500 tons, so no great addition has been made 
during the month. Trade is very quiet, the 
amount of stock at this large depot having 
scarcely moved since June. Fine Spanish 
fetches about £9 10s., and good Susa £8, while. 
Tripoli can be had for £4 2s. 6d., and Gabes and 
Sfax £4 10s. or £5 easily. Rags have been very 
cheap for some time. Strong linens continue to- 
be in fair request and keep their price well, but- 
fine linens are rather quiet ; so are fine eattons,. 
while the lower graded cottons m i 
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demand, and last prices are willingly paid. 

I see I am taken a little bit to task by our 
worthy friend and contemporary, the Paper 
Makers’ Monthly Journal, for poking fun at and 
speaking “‘ waggily ” of that astute body known 
as the Paper Makers’ Club. I feel much honored 
at being called a “‘ wag” and beg to bow pro- 
foundly. But I must take exception to some re- 
marks our contemporary makes about my re- 
marks. Firstly, [did not mean to convey the 
idea to my American readers “ that no conversa- 
tions or discussions about boiler fluids, bleaching 
powder and testing are indulged in” atall at the 
meetings of the club. Unfortunately they are 
most distinctly indulged in, and from what I 
have heard from members and seen from reports 
of these discussions, &c., there is an unusual 
superfluity of nonsense and impracticable and 
utterly insane ideas expressed therein. To mark 
the pleasant character of the September meet- 
ing I mentioned the omission of this intellectual 
treat and the adjournment to cards. Of course 
there is nothing derogatory in playing at cards. 
Quite the contrary. A game at whist is an in- 
tellectual employment, calculated to display 
high powers of memory and mental skill, and 
much more useful and entertaining than listen- 
ing to amateur addresses upon scientific subjects. 
But it is quite useless to attempt to explain away 
the game at cards by announcing “‘ that several 
expensive samples of playing cards were brought 
before the notice of the members present.” The 
fact is, the Paper Makers’ Club is hardly a club 
atall. Very few members ever bother about it, 
and don’t know what goes on and don’t care. It 
is a great pity that a trade embracing so much 
of the scientific as the paper trade does, cannot. 
boast of a really good, well attended club, 
where the best authorities on the prac- 
tical and scientific branches of paper-mak- 
ing might be heard. The club ought to be 
open to all connected with the paper trade, as 
makers and consumers. If there were good lec- 
tures, soirées, conversations, &c., given at the 
meetings, members would attend and exchange 
views upon matters affecting the general trade. 
At present none but makers and therefore sellers. 
can be admitted. The proceedings are of ne- 
cessity one-sided, and are very properly treated 
with a large amount of contempt. In point of 
fact many of the men who do very extensive 
business in paper don’t even know of the exist- 
ence of the club. 

The attention of grocers (and the paper trade) 
might be drawn to a decision which has just 
been come to by the grocers in Birmingham. 
For some time past they have been in the habit 
of using loaded or heavy paper in weighing out 
small quantities of sugar to their customers, but 
at length, on the recommendation of their own 
local society, they have resolved to discontina 
the practice. The report of the sub-committee 
of the Birmingham Grocers’ Society shows that 
the system has mainly had the effect of putting 
money in the pockets of the paper makers, ‘‘We,’*

The paper trade is quiet and inactive at pres- 
ent, and will remain so until after the first of 
January, when it is confidently expected a better 
state of things will take the place of the present 
condition, and increased orders add a stimulus 
to many branches of business which affect it. 

Our book publishers have withheld many pub- 
lications until after the holidays, and permitted 
their stock of standard books to run down, and 
which will require replenishing at once; even 
our school book publishers allowing their books 
to reduce in stock more than usual. 

The reported failure of Bushong & Hoff, of 
Reading, with indebtedness of $10,000 to $12,000, 
principally in New York, and the attending cir- 
cumstances has created some talk, of course, as 
the only event of the week. They offer a com- 
promise, I understand, of fifty cents on the dollar. 

In paper stock there is a weak market for the 
time being, on account of few buyers. White 
rags are held firmer than quoted by certain 
parties, but are freely offered by others at our 
quotations. 

Chemicals.—The market necessarily continues 
quiet, owing to the approach of annual settle- 
ments at end of year, and manufacturers are not 
disposed to buy except in small lots for imme- 
diate delivery, although several large parcels 
have been placed for delivery on arrival in Jan- 
uary and February. The English manafacturers’

Sizing. 


The sizing of paper is at present chiefly pro 
duced by means of a mixture of alum and resin 
soap—the sodium salts of the various acids in 


colophonium. The sizing has been supposed to 


be due to the aluminum salts of these acids; but | 


an analysis of sized paper by C. Warster has 
disclosed the fact that the sizing is the effect of 
the uncombined resin in a state of suspension in 
water where the particles are so fine that they 
pass through filter paper. Successful sizing de- 
pends on dissolving the colophonium in sucha 
manner that by dilution the resin is not precipi- 
tated in flocculent masses, but in such a manner 
as to forma milky liquid. Paper thus treated 
must not, of course, be printed with a liquid 
which will dissolve the resin, but with an ink 
slightly acid, if the best and clearest result is 
aimed at.

James Fraser Smart, being duly sworn, says that 
he is a lithographic designer and printer, in the City 
of New York, and that he has been engaged in the 
business as a practical lithographer for thirty-one 
years, and is familiar with all its practical and tech- 
nical details: that his attention has been called by 
Mr. Underwood to a letter of the Judges on Safety 
Paper at the late American Institute Fair dated 
December 12, and published in Tae Paper Trape 
JournaL of December 15, and in answer thereto 
says it is impossible for these judges to speak 
with confidence as to the checks of the Under- 
wood paper returned to them professedly altered 
being the same identical checks which they gave 
out for alteration, or to say these checks were suc- 
cessfully altered, because he or any thoroughly 
practical lithographer can so perfectly copy the 
writing of any check, together with its indorsements, 
private marks, &c., or writing of any kind on paper, 
as to be an exact imitation in every respect of the 
same. Deponent further says that he has carefully 
examined certain checks in the possession of Chas. 
W. Hull, General Superintendent of the American 
Institute; that said checks purported to be and de- 
ponent was informed were, the Underwood Safety 
Paper Checks, submitted in competition at the 
American Institute Fair, and passed upon by the 
judges appointed to decide upon the merits of the 
Safety Paper exhibits at said fair; the said checks 
bear a somewhat similar tint and design, but decid- 
edly different to that found upon the genuine Under- 
wood checks; that the tint and design so passed upon 
by the judges as alleged, is an imitation of the Under- 
wood checks, but printed in an oil ink, while the Un- 
derwood checks were printed in a soluble sensitive 
ink. Deponent further says that having closely ex- 
amined the checks alleged to be altered, he does not 
believe that they were the same checks that were 
given for alteration, and his reasons for this belief 
are: 

First.—That from the Underwood Paper being 
purposely half-sized, the fugitive tint could not have 
been washed off after the check had been filled up 
without the writing ink soaking through the paper 
and making thereby mechanical erasure an impossi- 
bility. 

Second.—That he has found by personal experi- 
ment that all attempts to remove the writing by 
chemical means produce a prominent and indelible 
stain upon the paper, which these checks do not 
show. 

Third.—That the mechanical erasures which plainly 
anpear upon these checks were made after the oil 
tint had been put upon the paper. 

Deponent further believes that these checks re- 
turned to the judges as altered were nothing more 
or less than copies on to blank pieces of the Under- 
wood paper, from which the soluble tint had been 
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previously washed off and the new tint printed on, | he seems to have learned something by studying

Ideas 
are scarce with me, so I always like to get a 


new one, and this one is certainly so new to me | 


that I think I will hang on to it for a while, as 
it may be worth its weight in silver at 92 cents 
on the dollar.

It must be clear to any of the readers 
of THE JOURNAL that ‘ Juvenile” is used up, in 
fact, dead, and he is very well aware of this 
fact, so much so that he had to call in his old 
friend of forty years’ experience to use that good 
old working tool the spade to cover him. 

Now the light the old friend has thrown upon 
the subject will, without doubt, be hailed with 
joyful feelings and hosannas by the machine- 
tending fraternity, old and young. When it is 
their fortune to change from one mill to another 


and find that the machine is old style, without | 


the modern improvements, why all they have to 
do is to put their hands in their pockets and 
pull out a few dollars and pay the expenses, and 
they can have all things fixed to suit them right 
away. Beautiful! 

‘** Juvenile” says that I charge him with mak- 
ing or trying to make it appear that I advocate 
changing the size with the dry felt. I do so 
charge him, and, further, I charge him with 
doing it without anything from me to base his 
statement upon. He repeats a text and it is a 
text of his own manufacture. Here it is; ‘‘ For 
insufficient shaving, tighten the drying felt.” 
Correct. 

Now the text written by me reads thus: ‘“ That 
the shaving is increased by tightening the dry 
felt is all right.” I think that ‘‘ Juvenile” can- 
not dispute that text as it was written by me. 
Was that interpretation of his a mistake? He 
can call that changing the size with the dry felt 
if he thinks proper, but it is too small a hole to 
crawl out of. Don’t do it ‘‘ Juvenile.” Be a 
man or a mouse and have done withit. He says 
further that Icharge him with saying that the 
whole use of the dry felt is to make the paper 
dry smooth. This he calls a willful mistake. 
His words are; ‘‘ It is understood that the use of 
the dry felt is to make the paper dry smooth.” I 
admit that I added the word whole, which 
wasa mistake, but not a willful one, for I truly 
thought that was his meaning and think still 
that it was his meaning when he wrote it; but 


As for the length of tim 
that I have run a dry felt, I have nothing to re- 
tract or change in that statement, and do not 


should exclaim ‘‘ prodigious!” 

I still claim that figures do not lie. ‘ Juve- 
nile” says cockling paper and slack dry felt 
were not mentioned in the original. I admit 
that, and, further, I don’t think he knows what 
was mentioned in the original. I put that in 
wholly to clear the mud from his statement, asI 
knew that all competent machine-tenders and 
most backside boys would understand it. He 
says, suppose ‘‘we read it so:” ‘‘ When I start 
up I have plenty of shaving but paper is cockling 
and the dry felt is slack. I tighten up the felt 
and have too much shaving. I must not touch 
the deckles, but keep running along making from 
three-quarters to an inch more shaving than is 
necessary.” Now, that is just what one would 
expect from such a man. Poor fellow, it was 
not the figures that lied, but his brains were puz- 
zled in using the figures, and this caused you to 
have so much shaving. After tightening up the 
felt, ‘‘the foreman comes along” and says, 
Billy an- 
swers, ‘‘ Well, yes; I'll fix it when I am shut.” 
Now, Mr. Editor, your readers cannot help but 
see at once that ‘‘ Juvenile” has photographed 
himself in this simile, and that to the life. 

In conclusion I say tightening the dry felt will 
increase the shaving, and as for moving the 
deckles there is no need of giving advice or infor- 
mation on that subject, as any backside boy 
knows enough to do that when it is called for, 
saying nothing about machine-tenders. Further- 
more I say that parties who do not “tinker” 
with their dry felts, when it is necessary are both 
shiftless and incompetent.

** stumped” Campbell, Hall & Co, to take it—or 
the writing on it—off. This challenge has not, 
that we know of, been taken up. 

The judges who passed upon the merits of the 
competing papers at the American Institute 
Fair united in addressing a card to Toe Papzn 
TRADE JOURNAL, stating that the ‘‘ Underwood”

checks given out by them were so successfully 
altered that the manufacturer himself was de- 
ceived. To this, Mr. Underwood rejoins that his 
checks were not altered, but imitated on other 
pieces of paper, and he points out that four out 
of five of the judges who passed upon the ex- 
hibits sustain intimate personal or business re- 
lations to the owners and manufacturers of the 
paper which received the award. What amuses 
us most in this imbroglio is that Campbell, Hall 
& Co. do not come to the front, but keep hitting 
out over somebody else’s shoulder. They don’t 
seem to dare to lift that ‘* chip,” but keep shov- 
ing the other “ boys” up against the challenger 
in an apparent hope of throwing it off of 
balance. This will not do. They must come up 
squareiy, and make a test which will satisfy 
every doubt. If they don’t, they had best retire 
to the niche to which the report of the judges at 
the Centennial Exhibition consigned them.— 
American Stationer.

THE PAPER TRADE.—On all sides a better 
feeling is manifested, and it is borne out by 
transactions of a more satisfactory nature as to 
volume, if not as to prices. This call cannot be 
credited to what is designated as the holi- 
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day request, for the nature of the im- 


proved transactions has been such as to | 
indicate a better trade for the early part 
of the new year. This has been specially 


true of Fine Writings, of which lott-dried tub- 
sized have been in much better demand than a 
month ago, while prices have been somewhat 
firmer. Super-sized and calendered Book Papers 
are in comparatively quite active demand and a 
somewhat improved search for extra machine- 
finish Book is noticed. Prices, however, remain 
unaltered and the low range has not been 
changed. Ordinary Wrapping Manillas are 
moving tolerably well compared with the trans- 
actions of some weeks ago, and prices hold their 
own. There is also a slight improvement in the 
market for Straw Wrappings, in which more 
transactions are noted and a more buoyant feel- 
ing is manifested. There is, however, no up- 
ward tendency to prices, and matters might 
easily be more satisfactory. News Papers are in 
continued fair request and there is manifested an 
increasing disposition to lay in stocks ahead, and 
report has it that the inducements have been 
lower prices and easier terms than heretofore. 
Concessions have undoubtedly been made, and 
thus trade has been stimulated. Binders’ Boards 
undergo little change, but are a trifle firmer than 
was noticed last week. Straw Boards move 
along regularly with a steady and unvarying 
call. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCKS.— 
In addition to the prevailing high prices abroad, 
the increased freights asked by the steamships 
to and from London tends to embarrass the 
market and keep would-be purchasers and sell- 
ers at variance. There is no inducement to 
make shipments at rates which prevail here, but 
importations continue principally to supply or- 
ders given before freights were advanced. These 
figures, of course, are quoted as market rates, 
and some new transactions are reported, in a 
small way, as having been consummated at the 
same prices. Buyers have the advantage, and 
sellers have been compelled to yield whenever 
sales have been made. Low grade Cotton Rags 
are in moderate request. In Paper Shavings 
and Linen Rags transactions have not been nu- 
merous. The arrivals for the week foot up 
1,186 bales Rags, 653 bales Old Papers, and 223 
bales Manilla Stock. 

JUTE BUTTS.—There have been no arrivals 
since our last issue. Sales past week in New 
York and Boston will foot up about 2,000 to 
2,500 bales at 234c. to 213-16c., time. Late Cal- 
cutta cables show continued high cost and firm- 
ness in that market. Holders of spot lots have 
shown more firmness, and we advance quota- 
tions 1-l6c., i. e., 2 11-16c. cash, 2%c. time. An 
effort has been made to advance prices for Butts 
to arrive and to induce speculators to buy, with 
limited success. One Boston importer sold on 
spot at 25c. currency, cash, and bought Novem- 
ber and December sailings at 2%c. gold. Some 
other small sales have been made to arrive at 
25c. gold. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—AIl things considered 
this market is in a very fair state and while poor 
qualities are in poor request, and sometimes goa 
begging, good qualities are in fair demand and 
bring satisfactory rates. Mixed Carpets and 
Mixed Linens realize small values. City Whites 
are firm and sales are reported of 150 bales City 
Seconds, 24c. to 244c.; 75 bales No. 2 City 
Whites at 34¢c. 

BAGGINGS.—The new transactions are few 
and price favor purchasers. There is quite a call 
for No. 2 Gunny Baggings at the mills on the 
other side, and the transfers of goods here are 
mostly upon contracts made some time ago. Of 
the late sales we hear of 25 tons Manilla Rope 
at 3%c.; 25 tons No. 2 Gunny Bagging at 2c.; 20 
tons No. 1 Gunny Bagging at 2%c. 

OLD PAPERS.—There is little to say regard- 
ing this market except that transactions are 
comparatively few and prices irregular. The 
sales include 10 tons ordinary Book stock at 2%<c. ; 
40 tons Ledger stock at 444c.; 50 bales pure Ma- 
nillas, 2%c. 

WOOD PULP.—The frequent sales of Wood 
Pulp at 3,c. by parties outside of the combina- 
tion, compelled those within it to succumb, and 
at a meeting held last week they determined to 
reduce the price to 3\¢c. The result of the 
reduction has been contrary to expectations. 
Instead of increasing sales, none of any account 
have occurred since the impression seems to 
prevail that prices will rule still lower. Besides 
this, mill owners are taking inventories of stock, 
and are disinclined to purchase just at present. 


STRAW.—The market, is steady and prices are 
unchanged. We quote 55c. to 60c. for Long 
Rye; 45c. for Short Rye, and 45c. to 50c. for 
Oat. 


ROSINS—Are quiet, but there is no change in 
prices. The following are the quotations: Good
